Tennessee Canal Would Link TVA With Ocean 


WASHINGTON.—Having been equipped with dams, power plants and 


various other things, TVA is apparently about lo get one more favor—direct 
water transportation to make its riches accessible to commerce. Authoriza- 
tion for the spending of $66,000,000 to provide a nine-foot waterway from Pick- 
wick Dam, on the Tennessee; to Mobile, Ala,, Is contained in the rivers and 
harbors bill as reported to the Senate, 
The headwaters of the Tombigbee 


-®rivcr, which flows down to the gulf, 


rise'some 40 miles from the lake form'- 
ed by Pickwick Dam, Under the pend- 
ing bill, a canal would be sliced 
through this gap, locks and dams 
would be constructed, and an improv- 
ed waterway would bo carried all the 
wny to Demopolis, Ala., where a nine- 
fool waterway to the sea already exists. 


Congressman John E. Rankln of Mis- 


sissippi, supporling Ihe measure, points 
out thai the waterway would not only 
give the Tennessee valley a direcl ap- 
proach lo Ihe gulf, but would also 
shorten the walor haul from the Upper 
Mississippi valley to the gulf.^ The 
work would be equally Important, he 
says, as a flood control project—and, 
just incidentally, he remarks that the 
Tombigbee valley right now Is getting 
out from under its worst flood in a 
century. 


The project has been discussed, ofl 


and on, for years. As far back as 
1927 Dr. Arlhur E. Morgan, later .of the 
TVA governing board, suggested thai 
the waterway be constructed. He hac 
more elaborate ideas about it;,, pro- 
posed a waterway deep . enough to 
Iriakc an ocean port out of Cincinnati 
Ohio. 


Anyway, the projecl has been favor- 


ably reported lo the Senate, and Con- 
gressman Rankin is confident that i 
will go through both houses.

These 
tests include simple questions and 
problems. A child tells what he would 
do under certain circumstances, ex- 
plains the absurdity of statements, nnd 
solves proble'mls in arithmetic.

Intelligence quotients have their lim- 


itations. They do hot,'by',any" means, 
give a complete picture of the child's 
abilities. Many children have capa- 
bilities in specialTines which do not in 
any way correspond with their-'general 
capacity. To reveal these special capa- 
bilities, tests must be given for apti- 
tudes in various fields. Only in this 
way can the proper choice of studies 
be made.

the intellect. It does hot give evi- 
dence of the child's ability to develop 
general fitness to meet life or of the 
special gifts it may possess, Further 
mental and evrtptional tests must be 
devised to detect these qualities. 


After a child has entered school, the 


task of recording his intellectual prog- 
ress is simpler than in the earlier years 
of life. The-school record gives a val- 
uable indication of the childs develop- 
ment.

Mowing Pastures 


Milk cows must get their 80-pound 


supply of good, fresh, nutritious grass 
within 2 hours if they are to achieve 
their greatest ewwiciency. If the pas- 
lures arc infested with weeds, the 
cows will not be able to get their food 


within ihe designated time. 
j 


Weeds take up plant food, moisture, j 


and space that should be used by 
good grass or legumes, according to 
Paul Garruth, Extension dairyman of 
the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. Also, he said, weeds will 
lower the grade and value Of products 
the cow produces. 


Mowing a permanent pasture, Mr, 


darruth pointed out, is as much a part 
of the farm program as plowing corn. 
Each operation gets rid of undesirable 
plants, thus giving the desired plants 
a bettor chance to grow. 


The lime to mow the pasture is de- 


pendent on weed growth, rainfall, and 
grazing conditions. 


The most important point about 


mowing pastures, the dairyman said, 
is not to mow the weeds too short the 
first time, and to mow before the 
seeds are mature, ff the Weeds are 
mowed too low. the first time, they 
will sprout out two near the ground, 
and will be difficult to cut the second 
lime. 


Pasture should be cleared and leveled 


so the entire area can be mowed. A 
few weeds left to mature seed will 
soon reseed the entire area. 


The money received for increased 


milk production, to say nothing of the 
increased quality, will pay for the 
mowing, Mr. Carruth said.

Beautiful flpyver close-ups, such as this, are easy to take If you follow • 


few simple rules. 


IN EARLY summer, our attention 
* naturally turns to flower picture?, 
.Few camera subjects are more pleas- 
Ing, and good flower pictures are not 
difficult to take, provided you ob- 
eerrs a few simple rules. 


Any camera may be used for pic- 


turing flowers, but a focusing model 
•with anastlgtnat lens Is 'preferable' 
Wilb a box camera «r eet-Jocus fold- 
ing camera, you will need a portrait 
attachment. Slip this on your lens, 
and you cad take pictures with the 
camera only about three feet from 
the subject. The attachment Is also 
useful for more extreme close-ups 
,wlth a focusing camera. 


Plain background^ are attractive 


in flower pictures. Use sheets of 
cardboard, white, gray, or black, 
which you can obtain inexpensively 
at most printing shops or stationery 
stores. Tne card is placed behind the 
flowers you select for a picture. It 
8houl4 be of the- correct shade to 
afford pleasing contrast. 


Flower pictures should be taken 


during the two hours after sunrise, 
and. the two hours before sunset, 


i Sunlight is soft and pleasing at 
these hour?, but around midday it is 
too har* for pictures of delicate 
blooms. 
, JJ6>lWj'Mle»s opening, for flower 


"close-ups," and make sure the dis- 
tance between subject and camera 
is correct. Film of the panchromatic 
type Is preferable for picturing flow^ 
ers, especially i| they are brightly 
colored. You can use either a high' 
speed "pan." film or a fine-grained 
type. The high-speed film enables 
you to make shorter exposures, 
while the fine-grained film yields en-> 
largements o£ superb, quality, 


Exposure should be ample,'rather 


than too short. With high-speed film, 
try 1/25-second shutter speed at lens 
opening f.16. With fine-grained film, ! 
try 1/10 second at f.ll, or1 1/25 sec^ ' 
ond at f,8. For box-camera pictures, | 
the high-speed film is preferable, 
Use a firm camera support, such as ! 
a box or chair, for any shutter speed i 
longer than, 1/25 second. 


Generally, your camera should he , 


placed or held at about the level of 
the flower. Light should come from ' 
the side, as this emphasizes tho 
shape of the bloom. Take care that 
direct light rays do not stride the 
camera/ lens.

pictures ^ this summer. Practice 
mafcee perfect, and with experience, 
you can produce splendid resujtsii 
well worth your while.

Widespread gains in the number of 


job placements made to private in- 
dustry by the 24 offices of the Arkan- 
sas Slate Employment Service in May 
were noted in reports made public 
Wednesday by D. Palmer Patterson, 
director. 


"The total of 6425 job openings in 


private industry filled with Arkan- 
sas Employment Service applicants in 
May," Mr. Patterson said, "was the 
greatest number reported in a single 
month in the history of the service. 
While placements to agriculture in 
connection with the unusually large 
strawberry crop in White county and 
in Northwest Arkansas accounted for 
a large portion of the increase, the im- 
provement was almost statewide, with 
all but four districts exceeding the 
April placement record. 


"Of the 'total private placements, 


28 per cent went to women; 85 per- 
cent to white persons; and 42 per cent 
to ^ applicants under 25 years of age.

job openings made in the slate com- 
pared with previous months. Due to 
an increase in the number of employ- 
ers using the service month to month 
and to the pickup in busicnss gen- 
erally, employment offices served ap- 
proximately 20 per cent more estab- 
lishments in May than in the same 
month a year ago. 


"Placements of. salespersons to re- 


tail and wholsesalc stores jumped 33 
per cent in May over April and the 
number was more than three times as 
great as for May last year. This is un- 
usual in the late spring, but tics in 
with statistics from trade reporting 
agencies showing an upward trend in 
retail sales in recent months. 


"All offices reported an increase in 


the number of openings for experi- 
enced 
stenographers, and 
clerical 


workers. First class maids and house- 
keepers were in great demand, which 
accounts for an acute general shortage 
of domestic workers. The service has 
an unusually large number of appli- 
cations from school graduates and stu- 
dents who are interested in temporary 
work for the summer. 


"The service received 4000 new ap- 


plications and 3900 renewals of appli- 
cations previously filed. A total of 
111,175 persons visited the offices to 
inquire about employment and to file 
claims or unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits."
